Yet there is the big coal strike, with no 
iolution in sight, and steel production al­ 
ready threatened by approaching fuel scar­ 
city. 
There is also the mournful mixup at 
&enoa, presaging a possible continuance of 
economic confusion in Europe instead of in­ 
dustrial and political reconstruction there 
and a revival of our foreign market. There 
Is the burden of taxation, oppressive at 
best. 
There is the 
probability 
of a tariff 
which many of the country’s leading busi­ 
ness men 
regard 
with 
apprehension, as 
Lending to discourage exports. 
All these factors are discounted. 
The 
public is in a buoyant mood. 
Business men, 
on the whole, are buoyant, too. 
Nearly 
everybody seems to feel that conditions are 
bound to be good; and accordingly, condi­ 
tions are good, and will undoubtedly im­ 
prove as expected. 
• Certain fundamental factors are certain­ 
ly favorable, particularly the soundness of 
American finance, the easement of interest 
rates and ample supply of credit, the im­ 
provement of the farmer’s position through 
higher crop prices and lower prices for his 
necessary purchases, the shortage of goods 
that must soon be made up by a renewed 
burst of industrial speed, the smaller cost 
of labor and materials and the increased 
efficiency of labor.

OPINION ABOUT ARBUCKLE. 
It is hinted that the decision not to show 
any “Fatty” Arbuckle films was not intend­ 
ed as an absolute, final judgment on Ar­ 
buckle, but rather as a test of public opin­ 
ion. 
An impression has been given, wheth­ 
er intentionally or not, by Mr. Hays and his 
associates, that the films already prepared 
may be released some time in the future if 
it appears that the public wants them or 
will stand for them.

buckle comedy.

It is not a question of holding Arbuckle 
responsible for 
the 
lamentable 
tragedy 
with which his name is now associated. 
A 
jury has declared him innocent of crime, 
and that verdict is accepted by the public. 
But the public judges Arbuckle, as the jury 
could not do, for the low ideals and bad 
taste represented in the whole nasty epi­ 
sode, and does not want to be reminded any 
more than is necessary of the least admir­ 
able side of Hollywood life and art. 
It is 
not now in any mood to laugh at or with 
“Fatty.” 
Arbuckle may “come back*’ some day. 
Whether he does should depend, and prob­ 
ably will, on his own conduct henceforth. 


INTERNATIONAL CRITICISM. 


One of the many desirable things said by 
Lady Astor, in her American interviews, 


has to do with comment on other nations. 
Speaking particularly of criticism of Eng­ 
land in this country, she said: 
“ They are very generous in the house of 
commons to the United States, far more 
than some people 
in the 
senate”— then, 
correcting herself to avoid any appearance 
of intruding 
in American 
politics— “far 
mor¿ generous than some prominent people 
are in America when they speak of Eng­ 
land.” 
“I don’t believe,” she added, “that any­ 
one could get up in the house of commons 
and abuse the United States.” 
That 
is probably 
true. 
Certainly 
no 
member of any recognized party would be 
permitted to go so far, in the house of com­ 
mons or house 
of 
Lords, as some bitter- 
tongued extremists are accustomed to do in 
our house and senate, when speaking of 
Great Britain, Japan, France and other na­ 
tions with whom the American people want 
to live in amity. 
As far as the critics referred to are con­ 
cerned, such outbursts seldom signify any­ 
thing more than bad legislative manners. 
Nevertheless they do much harm, because 
they tend to stir up bad feeling between na­ 
tions, when the thing most needed today is 
international good will.

This vivacious Virginia 
girl. who became the first woman 
member of the house of commons 
had hardly taken her seat when 
she began making short comments 
of approval on the statements of 
Mrs, Carris Chapman Catt, the suf­

leader, 
who

ad­ 
dressing the delegates. 
“Hear, hear," or “that’s right," 
Lady Astor would .say from time to 
time and nearly everyone appeared 
to be interested more in her re­ 
marks than in those of the speak­ 
er’». 
Finally Mrs. Catt pounded the 
table and said: 
“Lady Astor I’ve presided over 
many a meeting, but I never had 
so much trouble in my life as I 
have since you came in this room. 
None of these reporters are interest 
ed in woman suffrage, but only in 
you, so we'll have to let you talk 
and then you can leave and give 
the reporters their interview, and 
I want everybody else to stay In 
their chairs."

have the vote," said 
Lady Astor. 
“Think 
what 
a 
disaster 
for 
the 
w'orld if I had been hidden in a 
tw'o room 
cottage instead 
of the 
house of commons," she added with 
a laugh of mockery.

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TEDYUSKUNG’S 
DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE 
B 
ECAUSE his name has been per­ 
petuated in a famous political or­ 
ganization, Tamaneund or Tammany, 
is 
best-known Indian of the Dela­ 
ware tribe. 
But there was another 
chief of the Leonl-Lenape who ranks 
as high, and a part of the honor due 
him has been paid in a monument 
erected in I airmount park, Philadel­ 
phia, to Tedyusktmg (Kekeuskung— 
“The Healer”). 
About 1720 the Iroquois conquered 
flie Delawares, forced them to accept 
the title of “women” and began sell­ 
ing their lands on th e Delaware and 
Susquehanna rivers to th e colony of 
Pennsylvania. 
Finally th e Lenni-Le- 
nape nettled on the Ohio. 
W’hen th e 
struggle between th e French and Eng­ 
lish centered in th e Ohio valley in 
1754 the Delawares felt th at th ey 
w ere about to be driven from their 
last refuge. 
They rose in rebellion 
against both tho P en n sylvan ian s and 
the Iroquois and attacked. 
A council was called at Easton, Pa., 
in July, 1756. Tedyuskung issued a 
Declaration of Independence. 
“The 
Delawares are no longer slaves of the 
Six Nations,” he said. "I. Tedyuskung, 
have been appointed king over the 
Five Nations. What I do here will be 
approved by all. This is a good day. 
I wish that the same spirit that pos­ 
sessed that good old map, William 
Penn, the friend of the Indians, may 
inspire you white men today.” 
For -50 years the Delaware chief 
had borne tho commonplace name of 
“Honest John,” but now he was hailed 
as “King Tedyuskung,” and was sent 
to give the “big peace halloo” to his 
tribe and invite them to a larger con­ 
ference to be held later. He started 
on this important errand, arrived at 
Fort Allen and then he went on a 
drunken ppree lasting for days. 
The Iroquois derided his “declara­ 
tion” and sought to discredit him. 
They failed, an i from that time the 
power of the Iroquois over the Dela­ 
wares waned. 
He demonstrated his 
ability in later councils. Although it 
is charged that the white councillors 
tried to get him drunk every night, he 
always appear» 1 at council the next 
morning able to cope with them. 
He succeeded ii getting the Dela­ 
wares’ wrongs : djusted and his influ­ 
ence brought a out a treaty of peace 
which prevente^ the French and Dela­ 
ware alliance, 
ie had saved the Ohio 
;Msh. His death was
